JAP AJT AND RUSSIA AT SEA. 


The 
latest 
number of 
Brasse> ,1 


"Naval Annual,' Just out? gives an au- 
thoritative account of the present stain 
of the Japanese and Russian nivle*. as 
affected by the late war, nnd of _thelr 
prospects for the near future, according 
to which the easy superiority of Japan 
seems assured for a number of years 
and her place among the great naval 
j 


powers of the world to be firmly estab- 
lished 
It is true that in the war Ja- 


pan s losses were heavy. Three of her 
six battleships were sunk Yet so great 
were her gains through capture of the 
enemy s ships that her navy, despite 
those losses, emerged 
from the war 


stronger than It entered the war. There 
have been added to the Japanese fleet 
five first class battleships—namely, the 
Orel, now the (Iwaml)' which was cap- 
tured, .and the Pcreavlet (Hngamt). the 
Pobleda (Suo). th<i Poltava (Tango) and 
the Hetvisan (Hlzen), which wore sunk 
and afterward raised and repaired, the 
second class battleship Nicholas I (ikl) 
and the cnant^defense battleships Ao- 
raxlne jOklnoshlma) and Senlavtne (Mi- 
shim a) 
These, at least, twice offset 


the loss of the Yashlma. the H<\f<use 
and the Mlkasa 
The Japanese lost In 


the war two cruisers, the, Yoshlno and 
the Mlyako, but they gained the Bayan 
(Aso) the Pallada (Taugaru) nnd the 
Variag (Soya), twice over atoning for 
their losses

boats and other craft have also been 
transferred from the Russian to the 
Japanese flag, and salvage work I*

fleet

and one was not flnlahed ln time to 
enter the war. Of seven armored crui- 
ser*, only two remain 
A few smaller 


craft escaped the slaughter. Of course, 
not a single vessel was taken t,u,(, the 
enemy 
Practically, then, It Is re- 


quired of Russia to create a new navy. 
That »he will do so Is not to be ques- 
tioned. but it is obvious that it will take 
a long time and much work and tr±««- 
ure to rival again the Japanese navy 
which now has so great a lead. 


At the present time Jpan ha* ten 


first class battleships and Russia four. 
Jirpan is building two and Russia four. 
When thes« are done the account will 
stand twelve to eight In Japan's favor. 
and thus it will *und at the end of 
1909. It I* reported, en plausible au- 
thority. 
that Russia has adopted a 


scheme of navnj construction extending 
over a term of nine year*, comprising 
twelve battleships. If thew are alt ad- 
ditional to those now under eon*tme» 
tton, Russia win have by the end of 
1*15 only twenty battleships, a number 
which Japan will probably find no dif- 
ficulty In equaling. Indeed. Japan is 
believed even now to be. planning to 
construct In her «»wn yard* several-more 
battleships of 20,000-ton« each 
In a 


race_for supremacy -In eaaiern seas, 
therefore, the island empire ntfd have 
no fear of being -w: outstripped.
